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GUESS HE’S GOOD RACE. 

T. D. Carter showed up a fast filly in yester- 
day's fifth Lakeside race. She had worked, 
rumor had it, five furlongs in 1 :01 at Newport 
and is rightly named Guess Me. The filly is by 
Pontico— Mary H. Illinois bred. Opening at 
3 to 1 Guess Me was backed down to 8 to 5. 
Sherland rode her and getting off in front Guess 
Me spread-eagled the field and won pulling up. 
Hermione was favorite for the race at 7 to 5, but 
seemed short and finished last. 

The ring suffered over the victories of Harry 
Shannon in the second and Pete Kitchen in the 
fourth races. Both seemed to be best, yet evens 
was laid against each. 

Harry Shannon trailed in behind Jersey Lad 
to the stretch and then won in a gallop. 

Pete Kitchen went to the front early and 
simply had a cakewalk. 

An ordinary lot of 2-year-olds started in the 
first race. Flirtation was made a 7 to 5 favorite. 
She ran a fair race, but finished second to 
Scatcohen. 

Arthur McKnight, at 4 to 1, beat a fair lot of 
youngsters in the third, a four and one half fur- 
long dash. His race was far above the form 
mark. Inuendo, from T. W. Coulter’s stable, 
staggered home with the closing mile dash. 

It was a raw cold day, the track was sticky. 
Only a small crowd was out. 

Jockey Morgan, who was suspended for his 
ride on Meddler last Monday, has been re- 
instated. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Last year was not prolific of really high class 
2-year-olds. The natural result is only a few high 
class 3-year-olds this year. It is true that the 
racing season is only in the first stages and 
many horses with all chances of showing im- 
proved form have yet to make their first start 
of the year so that pleasant surprises 
may be in store for students of horse 
form. It is to be hoped so. In the 
meantime it seems probable that some very 
good 2-year-olds have already been uncovered 
both east and west. Greatland gave every evi- 
dence at Newport of being above the ordinary 
grade. It is true that he failed at Louisville, 
but it was well understood there that he was 
temporarily out of condition, and sending 
him to the post at all was of doubtful wisdom. 
Heliobas, The Barrister and Batten were a trio 
that gave satisfactory evidence they could 
carry their weight and run very fast. They are 
evidently good ones. Rush has shown that 
she is a filly up to great things, and there is 
every reason to think Barney Schreiber owns a 
gem in Miss Marion. Down east Jean Beraud, 
Glenheim, High Degree, and perhaps Filigrane, 
have given indications of being real tip-toppers. 
Galen Brown’s sturdy colt, Olinthus, now in 
Chicago, is another that may be set down as 
possessing real class of high order. Apparently 
he was the best of the California division. 

The majority of owners reserve first appear- 
ance of what they deem to be their best 2-year- 
olds until much later in the season than the 
month of May. For this reason many young- 
sters destined to fame are yet unknown to the 
public that later on will applaud their displays 
of courage and speed. In the meantime it is 
gratifying to be able to note that so many have 
already shown up that are apparently gifted 
with the attributes of real racehorses. 




“Skeets” Martin, came down from Chicago 
especially to ride Miss Marion. 

The Schreiber filly is a large, well-made rac- 
ing machine, with perfect action in a running 
way, She leaps over ground like a greyhound, 
and has a marvelous burst of speed. She acted 
shy before the gate, but Martin got her going 
early, and she ran around her field before the 
first eighth had been traversed, and was leading 
by four lengths at the end of the first quarter. 

Katie Gibbons, Iris and Willie Howard raced 
themselves into the ground chasing the pace- 
maker, who fairly burned up the track with her 
speed. She was under a double wrap all the 
way down the stretch. “Skeets” kept looking 
back, but nothing ever got close enough to the 
Schreiber filly to make her extend herself.— St. 
Louis Republic. 

Of the recent death of one well known to 
many Chicago turf patrons, through having 
trained “White Hat” McCarthy’s horses here a 
few years back, the San Francisco Chronicle of 
Monday says : “George Bayliss was found dead 
in bed yesterday morning at the Ranlett House, 
Emeryville. Bayliss campaigned a stable of 
harness horses for many seasons on the Cali- 
fornia circuit, and drove Atto Rex, Bob Mason 
and other well known performers. Ho switched 
over to the runners about five years ago, and 
trained for Charles Boots one season. He had 
been ailing for three years and had an oper- 
ation for dropsy performed a month ago. 

“He started in active training three weeks 
ago, and Flandes won in his colors only a week 
since and scored again last Friday. The de- 
ceased was about 40 years old and had no rela- 
tives on this coast.” 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Oliver Rymal, father of H. Rymal, the boy 
named in the E. Ross’ warning in Thursday 
and Friday’s papers, sends word to this office 
that his son is at home, 497 East Forty-seventh 
street, Chicago, 111., that he ordered and paid 
his fare home and that E. Ross has violated 
articles of contract by reason of failure to pay 
young Rymal’s wages. The matter has been re- 
ferred to the Lakeside judges. 

Of the remarkably honest and consistent race- 
horse, Ostler Joe, the San Francisco Chronicle 
says: “From the beginning of the Montana 
meeting last June up to the present time W. 
Randall’s black horse, Ostler Joe, has started 
no less than forty-eight times and was only out- 
side the money on five occasions. He won 
seventeen races, was second nineteen times and 
and third seven times, winning in all a little 
over $9,000. 

“Tiny” Williams went to Toronto last week 
to enter the service of his 1898 employer, J. E. 
Seagram, but he may return to ride Plaudit in 
the Oakley Derby next Saturday if Madden 
should find it not possible to engage Simms.
